An afternoon pleasantly an dprofltdbly 
spent, by the writer, was in visiting tho 
public school of our village.. Beginning 
with the primary department, where thirty- 
eight bright little pupils were " Btndymg 
the "first principles," on through to the 
most advanced class in the high school we 
found a most gratifying interest manifested 
by teacben and students. On inquiry we 
learned that the total enrollment numbers 
one hundred and forty-one. In the high 
school there are thirty-three, in the gram- 
mar school twenty-seven; in the intermedi- 
ate thirty-nine and in the primary forty- 
two.. During all this cold - winter the 
average attendance has been -'excellent. 
This speaks well for ambitious students, 
comfortable school rooms and a thorough- 
going corps of teachers, Classen reciting 
in literature, history and physics during 
our visit gave evidence of careful study 
and faithful instruction.. Antioch has 
reason to feel proud of her school. '

All Republican Senators and Four teen

r By 00 votes, 52 of which,w"ere republican, 
to I'I, nil of them democratic,' the senate 
Tuesday nftemooh formerly ratified the 
Panama canal treaty, thus laying the final 
stone in the foundation of tho greatest 
civilizing and commercially beneficent 
proposition of modern times. ' v 

■ While the roll was being called, the 
efforts of fifty years, the failure or success 
of a project unanimously demanded by the 
American people hnng in the balance. 1 ' 
Vet, even in thai supreme moment the 
democratic leaders could not refrain from' 
playing politics. The consequences' -if 1 
ratification bad been refused ''cannot be 
estimated. Defeat of tbe r treaty would 
have been an international disaster, a blow 
to civitication and a drag on the commer- 
cial expansion of the Halted States. 

Yet one-half of the democrats in. the sen- 
ate, and with them their possible candi- 
date for the presidency, stood willing to 
accept such consequences. Happily; -how- 
ever, the party which has Jed every move- 
ment for the advancement of humanity 
and the prosperity of the; people since' 
slavery days, stood unanimous and the re- 
publican senators, true to their old tradi- 
tions; put the finishing touches to the great 
work made possible by the negotiations of 
a republican president and a republican 
secretory of state. The platform pledges 
of successive republican national, conven- 
tions were thus redeemed, while the decla- 
ration of democratic con vontiona . were ' re- 
pudiated by one-half the democratic mem- 
bership of the senate present. 

Arrangements were practicallycomploted 
by the cabinet for the "exchnnge of ratifica- 
tions. ' The administration intends to press 
the canal project -by all proper methodB. 
As a cabinet officer expreasod 'it, tho next 
step after the appointment of the commis- 
sion will bo "to Bcratch dirt.!'

Lower Ceart Decision Upheld. 

Two important docisiont in Lake county 
cases were rendered Issi week by the Su- 
preme conrt, one of them is the case of the 
town of Antioch against Augu«t Seid- 
schlag, the other of Schumaker against 
the Northwestern railroad. 

The former case was the more important 
of the two and is one which has much 
hearing on 'many coses (nronghout the 
state, pertaining to roads and the rights 
of towns as compared to individuals along 
the roads. 

The road cane in 'question was probably 
the hardest foagbt case of the kind ever 
tried by Lake county -"persons. It started 
in it jostles court in .Antioch. about six 
years . ago when the town. '.''of Antioch 
brought action against August Seidschlsg 
for placing obstructions oh the public high* 
way, bo having built a fence along his 
land so that'-it extended a distance of 'six- 
teen feet on the highway. 'Ho refused to 
move it on demand of the commissi oners' 
and the justice brought in a verdict of $3 
ondcoatiingainstMtoclefendent, ' He main;' 
tained that ho had tho right and appealed 
the" case to the* circuit court where C. T. 
Heyilecker, the original attorney v fqr An- 
tioch, assisted by Charles Whitney, repre- 
sented tho town, and Coon & Orvis ap- 
peared for the defense. Tho caso was hard 
fought there nnd the circuit court ulso 
gavo a verdict of $3 and costs against 
'Seidscblag.

Japan's fleet, under -Admiral Togo's 

command, hm captured four Russian war- 
snips, according to advices received from 
several points in the far east. The Jap's 
squadron made, another attack on Fort 
Arthur and by a clever use of Russian sig- 
nals misled the Czar's fighters and suc- 
ceeded ia capturing four torpedo boat de- 
stroyers before the ru bo had been discovered 
The crews were transferred . sad Japanese 
sailors put In, charge of tho captured ves- 
sels. 

The belief prevails in high circles that 
Benckendorff, the Russian ambassador in 
London, is visiting St. Petersburg, not for 
a private purpose, but in fulfillment of a, 
diplomatic mission of the highest.' import- 
ance, having for its object the conclusion 
of war by means of foreign mediation. 
-' , The Czar, whose health has - never been 
robust, it now ill and almost broken down. 
The evening before the first disheartening 
news of the outbreak in tho for, east the 
Czar went to his mother and showed ber a 
paper. ' 'I have given my dicisiou. - 1 will 
that there shall not be war." " 

But a few hours later there came news 
of the attack by Japan on Russian wor- 
ships. When this news was received the 
Czar was rent between anger and grief and 
burst into tears, - He has since discovered 
that the accounts given to him of Russia's 
preparedness, in case she was attacked, 
were not true. , 

Three years ago ths'Ciar ordered cer- 
tain highly important investigations to be 
adopted by the whole of the artillery. He 
has just learned that in only one battery 
was the order carried out, Tho discovery 
cost two generals their commands and no 
doubt helped to bring about the Czar's 
present poor health. 

A Japanese flying squadron has. left for 
Vladivostok for tho purpose of bottling up. 
the four Russian cruisers now in that - har- 
bor .or in the .vicinity. It is believed that 
tho Russians will try to leave the 1 harbor 

and that a' sea battle will result;

Breeding Fancy. Rodents. 
. Breeding white, piebald, ' black and 
Japanese mice, Is the latest household 
Industry which Is receiving attention; 
A woman- living on the. northern, out- 
skirts of: the. city, has .embarked In 
the business quite extensively. The 
mice eel] wholesale at the rate of $10 
per 100, and regularly, once every 
week, she delivers fifty of i them to tha 
leading bird and animal dealer, who 
sends them out, to his customers in 
tbls and other cities. In this way she

per week from the other sale* other 
mice. It would' bs hard to Imagine 

.easier money than the $S which she 
receives weekly for her ^"dwmri cat- 
tle." The rearing of fancy mice in- 
volves little or no work, and the pro- 
ceeds are for the xnoBt part pure gain. 
She. has at her home part of a large 
room partitioned off, and the floor cov- 
ered with straw and > earth. This Is 
her mouse farm. It must be cleaned 
up now and then, and new straw and 
earth put in for the mice, but aside 
from this, her only care is to feed 
them twice a day and keep their basin 
full of fresh* water. The mice in- 
crease at -such, a rapid rate that by

Millionaires to Take the Poor of tlio 
CUIoh and Plant Them nnPnrun, 

Chicago millionaires nre organizing, to 
promote a gigantic; phllnuthroplc ivork, 
no less than. tlio' colonization of the slum 
population of .the groat' ■American cities 
upon -farms, , The"FIehl .arid ..Workshop 
Society is tlic corporation "which has .been, 
formed ^ to work out the dqUllB. ,E V «.T. 
Rosenthal,^-'. who*f is ' rcsp^n'slble .for tho 
Industrial Art League, hns. been the prin- 
cipal sponsor ami creator. ' -•.-■■ . 

-The orgiiiihiilton will bo national. 
Fifty thousand dollars wlllib^- eiient In 
organizing. When societies arc orgnuized 
in nil tho cities, delegates will meet, In 
convention nnd elect trustees to conduct 
the business of the society.' 

The first move of the uew,^oclet7 "will 
be to get iaiid from the United States 
government. Thnt is the crux of tlie 
scheme. The, In ml, .under the operation 
of the homestead net, can be secured nt 
.a nominal price by settlors remaining on 
It for n brief term»o'f years,. 

Having the land, the society makes n 
selection from families of the slums and 
move such ns give promise of (success 
from the congested districts to new set- 
tlements. Tho society will locate tlie 
families on the land, expecting tlio rail- 
ways to give ' them free transportation. 
The society will take care of the settlers, 
until they can support themselves, and 
ns tbo lands become .productive yearly 
payments by the settlors to the society 
will bo' expected until full settlement is 
made. 

The scheme -is to bo financed by tho 
issuance of bonds agnlhst tlio lands se- 
cured by settlement. Millionaires nre ex- 
pected. to take tho bonds in $50,080 lots.
